Aging  Increase  Mather,  per 
haps  the  most  influential  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  established  church 
in.;the  colonies  and  long  a.  de¬ 
termined  foe  of  nonconformity, 
extended  the  right  hand  of  fel¬ 
lowship.-  The  ordination  ser¬ 
mon,  delivered  by  Cotton  Math¬ 
er,  son  of  the  patriarchial  In¬ 
crease,  was  it  forthright  plea 
for  tolerance.

Liquor  Law  Interpretations 

The  Black  Market  Tax  on  the  >ale  of '(Illegal)  liquor 
is  the  root  of  all  kinds  of  evil  things  in  Mississippi  life. 

Its  perfidious  presence  no  doubt  entered  into  thy  recent 
ruling  of  the  stgte  supreme  court  that  “bartering”  with 
liquor  is  legal,  even  though  the  laws  of  the  Itate  forbid  the 
sale  of  -Intoxicants.  The  court  interpreted  “bay ter”  and 
“sale”  as  being  two  different  terms,  bartering  being  mere¬ 
ly  trading  goods.  The  high  court  decreed  that  a  person 
does  not  violate  the  law  against  liquor  selling  when  he 
exchanges  a  gallon  of  liquor  for  less  fluid  merchandise. 

“The  Clipsheet,”  published  by  the  Methodists,  reports 
some'  very  interesting  court  decisions  and  administrative 
rulings  dealing  with  state  liquor  laws. 

In  Idaho,  for  instance,  the  state  supreme  court  has 
ruled  that  counties  in  that  state  may  prohibit  the  sale  of 
beer  after  midnight  and  on  Sunday. 

In  Ohio,  a  damage  suit  amounting  to  $50,000  was  filed 
against  a  bartender  after  a  patron  drank  16  martinis  and 
dropped  dead.  State  law  forbids  sale  of  liquor  to  an  in¬ 
toxicated  person.  It  was  thrown  out.  of  Dayton’s  common 
pleas  court  because  Judge  Charles  Lee  Mills  ruled  that 
the  bartender  would  have  been  responsible  for  damages 
only  if  he  had  been  issued  a  specific  order  by  the  state  de¬ 
partment  of  Liquor  Control  not  to  serve  the  man.  The 
dead  man  collapsed  in  front  of  the  bar  last  August  after 
winning  a  bet  that  Jie  could  drink  16  martinis  in  less  than 
two  hours. 

laCalifornia,  the  Sacramento  Superior  Court  has  ruled 
that  some  alcoholics  committed  to  state  mental  hospitals 
are  eligible  to  draw  disability  insurance  benefits.  , 

In  Iowa,  Polk  County  District  Judge  Tom  K.  Murrow 
has  ruled  that  a  married  person  under  21  is  of  “legal  age”  j 
to  enter  a  saloon  and  buy- beer  in  spite  of  the  law  iff  the 
state  which  forbids  a  “minor”  from-tfoing  either. 

In  Massachusetts,  a  bill  intending  to  prohibit,  the.  en>- 1 
ployment  of  females  to  Advertise  alcoholic  beverages  or 
tobacco  on  television  or  radio  programs  has  appeared  in 
the  state  House  of  Representatives.  ,  )

Year-end  holidays  in  1950  took  1,118  liyes  in  traffic 
deaths  and  half  of  th^m  were  due  to  liquor. 

Caradine  R.  Hooton  of  the  Methodist  Board  of  Temper¬ 
ance  says,  “Last  year  National  Safety  Council  studies  re¬ 
vealed  that  drinking  drivers  were  involved  in  55  per  cent  j 
of  the  Christmas  and  New  Year  fatalities.  Project  this 
percentage  for  the  1,118  traffic  deaths  in  .1956.  It  means 
that  more  than  500  persons  mjght'have  been  saved  if  it 
were  not  for  drinking  drivers.  The  useless  slaughter 
caused  by  alcohol-gasoline  highballs  has  reached  tragic! 
proportions.” 

We  read  accounts  of  savages  offering  human  sacrifices 
arid  our  reaction  Is,  “How  pathetic!”  Modem  society  brands 

and  depraved. 

Yet,  right  here  in  the  USA  within  ten  days  500  people 
die  as  votive  offerings  to  the  gods  of  alcohol!  In  all  prob- i 
ability  there  has  never  been  a  race  of  aavagee  anywhere,  ■ 
anytime,  that  offered  up  that  mfhy  human  sacrifices.
